"900  YEARS  OF  RASHI" 

The  importance  of  Rashi  as  a  man 
against  a  social  background  will  provide 
the  theme  of  Rabbi  Steinberg’s  sermon  on 
Friday  evening,  January  12th. 

The  life  and  works  of  Rashi,  the  900th 
anniversary  of  whose  birth  will  be  ob¬ 
served  in  1940,  together  with  his  exper¬ 
iences  in  the  troubled  times  in  which  he 
lived,  have  given  this  famous  Talmudic 
and  Biblical  commentator  a  unique  place 
in  Jewish  history. 


achievements  in  modernizing  the  Hebrew 
language,  Mr.  Ben-Avi  was  the  first  Jew¬ 
ish  child  in  Palestine  to  be  brought  up 
with  Hebrew  as  his  mother-tongue.  Fol¬ 
lowing  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father,  he 
has  been  a  vital  factor  in  more  recent 
trends  to  modernize  the  use  of  Hebrew. 
One  of  his  contributions  to  these  efforts 
has  been  the  widely  debated  proposal  to 
substitute  Latin  characters  for  Hebrew 
script. 

Mr.  Ben-Avi  is  able  to  draw  upon  a 
fascinating  career  for  his  discussion.  Since 
his  escape  from  Turkish  authorities,  by 
whom  he  had  been  sentenced  to  death  for 
pro-British  activities  during  the  World 
War,  he  has  played  a  very  active  role  in 
Jewish  affairs. 

Founder  of  Palestine  Daily 

As  founder  and  editor  of  the  first 
Hebrew  daily  to  be  published  in  Palestine, 
Mr.  Ben-Avi  has  had  occasion  to  come  in 
personal  contact  with  leading  world  fig¬ 
ures,  including,  among  others,  Masaryk, 
Benes,  Clemenceau,  Ghandi,  and  Musso¬ 
lini.  His  life-long  residence  in  the  East 
as  well  as  his  extensive  personal  associa¬ 
tions  makes  him  unusually  competent  to 
discuss  the  European  war  in  relation  to 
Palestine  and  world  Jewry.

BOOK  REVIEW 

by  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg 

“Sufferance  Is  The  Badge,”  the  new 
book  by  Dr.  Abram  Leon  Sachar,  is  a 
survey  of  Jewish  history  since  the  World 
War.  It  represents  a  kind  of  “Inside 
Jewry”  akin  to  Gunther’s  “Inside  Europe.” 
Vividly  and  dramatically  written,  it  reads 
easily  and  presents  a  full  picture  of  the 
life  of  Jewish  communities  throughout  the 
world.  The  one  criticism  which  may  be 
levelled  against  it  is  that  it  is  devoted  al¬ 
most  entirely  to  the  social,  political  and 
economic  position  of  Jewish  communities 
with  too  little  reference  to  the  internal 
life  of  the  various  Jewries  which  it  de¬ 
scribes.  But  in  the  areas  to  which  it  is 
devoted,  it  is  authoritative,  instructive  and 
interesting.  (Published  by  Knopf — $3.50).

Dr.  Tsunado  To  Discuss 
Shinto  and  Buddhism 


Dr.  Ryusaku  Tsunado  is  to  be  the  next 
guest  lecturer  at  the  meeting  of  the  Adult 
Class  in  Comparative  Religion  on  Monday 
evening,  January  8th,  at  P.M.,  when 
Shinto  and  Japanese  Buddhism  is  sched¬ 
uled  for  discussion.  Dr.  Tsunado  is  an 
outstanding  authority  on  these  subjects  and 
comes  to  the  classes  highly  recommended 
by  the  lecturers  who  preceded  him,  Pro¬ 
fessors  Spiegelberg  and  Friess  and  Dr. 
Meng.  He  is  associated  with  the  Japan 
Institute  and  is  the  Curator  of  the  Japan¬ 
ese  Collection  at  Columbia  University. 

With  this  lecture  the  circuit  of  the 
Oriental  religions  will  be  completed.  Lec¬ 
tures  have  been  delivered  on  Brahmanism, 
Buddhism,  Confucianism  and  Taoism. 
These  religions  have  been  presented  by 
specialists  and  then  analyzed  in  the  light 
of  Judaism  by  Rabbi  Steinberg.

On  Monday  evening,  January  22nd,  a 
special  lecture  will  be  delivered  by  Rabbi 
Henry  Rosenthal  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Hebrew  Association  on  the  subject,  “The 
Nature  of  Religion.”  The  discussion  of  the 
essence  of  the  religious  life  should  prove  a 
valuable  complement  to  the  background  of 
diverse  religions  which  the  class  already 
has  acquired,  and  Rabbi  Rosenthal,  as  the 
author  of  a  widely  acclaimed  and  original 
dissertation  on  this  theme  is  especially  well 
equipped  to  present  the  topic.
